TWO FRIENDS MAKE ASCENSIONS 
TO AID POOR WOLCOTT. 


ONE MET THE SAME FATE. 


The Othér, Miss Nina Madison, Wol- 
cott’s Pupil, Is Now Tenderly 
Assisting Both.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—On a cot: tn 8t. 
‘Lake's Hospital Ties Charlies Wolcott, the 
@eronaut. Near him, in the same ward, is 
Frank Stevens, equally as well known as a 
Dballoonist.. The accidents that sent these 
two daring men to the same hospital hap- 
pened thousands of miles apart. Wolcott 
has been in the hospital since April. Stev- 
ens was carried there last Thursday. They 
suffered the same injuries, which are al- 
most mortal. 

It was Stevens’ friendship for Wolcott 
that stretched him by Wolcott’s side. Vis- 
iting them and tending their wants is Nina 
Madison, a young woman of Jersey City, 
who, in turn, would have risked her life 
for money with which to alleviate their suf- 
ferings. 

The story has been told of Wolcott’s 
balloon ascension at Venezuela. It was the 
mational holiday, the birthday of Senor Bol- 
ivar, the Liberator. When Wolcott’s balloon 
ascended over three thousand feet, he cut 
loose the parachute to descend by it. The 
ropes had been tangled by the pressing 
crowd trampling on them. The parachute 
did not spread until he was within three 
hundred feet of the ground. Then the ter- 
rific resisting force of the air tore it into 
ribbons and he shot downwards and his 
spine wis dislocated and many of his bones 
broken. He Was carried to Carracas and 
last spring a steamer brought him here. 
Only the most skillful surgical treatment 
geaved his life and cured, but slowly the 
partial paralysis that followed his injuries. 

Soon after.he was taken to the hospital 
Frank Stevens and Miss Madison went to 
him. He taught them how to ascend in a 
balloon and to descend with a parachute. 
‘They gave their purses to him, and knew 
that he had an engagement to make an 
ascension at Huntingdon, Canada, on Sep- 
tember 8 last. ‘‘We will take your place in 
the balloon,” Stevens and Miss Madison 
waid to Wolcott. “We will take the risk, 
you can take the money.” Wolcott remon- 
strated. “You may do as much for us 
Bome day,” urged his two pupils. Wolcott 
accepted their offer. 

A big fair was going on at Huntingdon on 
Sept. 8. Thousands were there. Miss Madi- 
gon and Mr. Stevens arrived only a few 
hours before the time set for the ascension. 
Their baggage was delayed, so when it came 
their preparations were hurriedly made. 

“I will first go up alone and make the 
descent,” said Stevens. 

The parachute with which he was to make 
his leap was carried to the grounds in a 
metal cylinder. The edges of the cylinder, 


in transit, had partly severed some of the, 


ropes of the parachute. He used a hUt air 


balloon. He was 3,500 feet above the ground 


‘when he swung himself down to the trapeze 
of the parachute. He cut loose the para- 
Chute, slowly it. descended, widely out- 
@pread. The crowds below uplooking at the 
“@peck in the air, cheered, for it seemed 


‘that the daring descent would be success- 


tul, But Stevens had not dropped far wher, 
to his horror, the ropes broke on one side 
of the Parachute. He fell like a bag of 
Dallast until he was within 200 feet of the 
ground. Women watching him fainted, men 
‘were pale, Qnd helpless, but a lucky slant 
t the parachute and almost

Miss Madison returned to Huntingdon. She 


had the parachute repaired. 


“IT am ready to make my ascent,” she 
said to the managers of the Fair. “You 
shall not,’’ they said, the danger is too 
great. 

“Why should you run the risk?” 

“T need money. I now have two of my 
profession to care for,’’ said she. 

The managers paid her much more than 
if she risked her life. They liberally paid 
Stevens, too. After six weeks she took 
Stevens to New York to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. Stevens will ultimately recover. Wol- 
cott will recover, too. So, one day, if they 
stick to ballooning, Wolcott may do as 
much for his two devoted pupils. 


IAN MAGLAREN HERE. 


Eminent Liverpool Divine and Author 
in the United States. to 
‘Lecture.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—A broad shoul- 
dered, deep chested, well set up man, clad 
in most unclerical tweeds, head shapely end 
well put on, face clearly cut, with deepset 
eyes, not wholly devoid of a cast, aquiline 
nose, good strong ehin and the afzh cheek 
bones of a Gael—that is the Rev. Dr. John 
Watson of Liverpool, whom the world knows 
as “Ian MacLaren,” and whose name is 
redolent of the perfumes of the “Bonnie 
brier bush,”’ 

When he landed from the Germanic he 
was met at the pier by Major Pond, under 
whose auspices he is to deliver fifty-four lec- 
tures on literary subjects, besides the course 
of “Lyman Beecher Lectures” at Yale Col- 
lege. 

Dr. Watson is a man of the world, no less

than a clergyman, as becomes the Jominie 
of a fashionable Liverpool church. He was 
already full of well-bred enthusiasm over 
the prospects of his American tour, when a 
reporter called on him. 

“I got my first inspiration this morning,” 
said he, “from a view of the etatue of lib-/ 
erty in the harbor. Believe me, it moved 
I have come here not merely to 
lecture, but to observe. My notion is that a 
man should take a long holiday every few 
years, Seven years ago I went to Egypt and 
studied the oldest of civilizations. Now I 
am here to observe the newest. 

“The prospect quickens me, for I deéply 
respect America and am deeply interested in 
it. I Know many Americans,, naturally, 
because Liverpool is the most American of 
English cities. Many Americans are mem- 
bers of my church and I have been gratified 
to find my books so widely circulated in this 
country, so 1 feel that I am here in the 
house of my friends.”’

I did not have to learn the dialect, 
because I was saturated with it from birth. 
My pen name, MacLaren, is my mother’s 
maiden name, and Ian is only the Gaelic for 
John.” 

Of his books he said: “I write, as you 
may say, fiction with one hand, theology 
with the other. My theological works are.

AGED SAILOR rn SOLDIER. 


Maj. Garland, Hero of Two Wars, Vis- 
' its New York Friends.

NEW YORK, Sept. %—Maj. Wm. H. 
Garland of Tallapoosa, Ga., who fought 
through the wars of 1812 and 1861, is visit- 
ing friends in Brooklyn. The old warrior 
is. nearly % years old. He visited the 
Grand Army headquarters in the City Hall 
to-day and shook hands with a number of 
his comrades. 

He was born at Charlottesville,” Va., 
Thomas Jefferson’s, birthplace. His father 
Was an associate of the famous states- 
man. When only 10 years @d he joined 
the navy as a “powder monkey’’ on the 
Constitution. He served powder the day 
the Constitution knocked holes in the En- 
glish man-of-war Guerrere. 

When Lafayette visited this country Pres- 
ident Monroe honored Garland by appoint- 
ing him personal naval escort to the re- 
nowned French patriot. At the conclusion 
of the tour Garland was appointed master’s 
mate and assigned to the ‘Brandywine, 
which conveyed Lafayette back to France. 

When the late war began Maj. Garland 
enlisted in the Union Army. Having been 
ordained to the ministry when 45 years 
old, he was appwinted chaplain of the 56th 
New York Volunteers. At Antietam he 
won Gen. McClellan’s praise for gallantry. 
The veteran wears four medals, one pre- 
sented by Congress. The others were the 
gifts of Gens. Grant, Sherman and Sheri- 
dan. 


HERR UNTERKIRCHER. 


Though Ninety-Six Years Old, He 
Crossed the Sea.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The cabin pas- 
senger list of the North German Lloyd 
steamer Weimar, just arrived from Bremen, 
was headed by the name of Herr Adam Un- 
terkircher of Burlington, Io.

He is charged with embezzlement, and 
from what can be learned the amount said 
to have been stolen will run into the thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The President of the company says that 
the amount of the embezzlement will reach 
$10,000 and perhaps more, 

A man whose identity the police decline 
to make known, is expected to arrive in the 
city to-day. He will be met at Union Sta- 
tion by two dectectives who will take him 
to the Four Courts, where he will be held 
as a prisoner with Lynch, 

What connection the unknown man can 
have with the case the police will not give 
out, but it is understood that Lynch impli- 
cated him in what Mr. Walter C. Culver 
says has been a systematic robbery of the 
funds of the range company, of which he is 


secretary. e 


John B. Lynch has for twenty years been 
representing the Wrought Iron Range Co. 
of this city in Ohio, part of Indiana and 
the Western part of Pennsylvania and some 
of the Southern States. 

Several days ago Lynch received a letter 
from Secretary Culver, which was also 
signed by W. W. Culver, President of the 
range company. 

This letter told Lynch to come on to Bt. 
Louis at once and to bring with him all of 
the company’s books and accounts, which 
he had kept while in their service. 

Lynch arrived in St. Louis Friday after- 
noon and went immediately to the office 
of the Wrought Iron Range Co. at Nine- 
teenth street and Washington avenue. 

There he’was closeted with the president 
and the secretary of the company for many 
hours. 

Ihe confidential bookkeeper was called in, 
and all of Lynch’s accounts were gone over, 
The interview terminated at 9 o’clock at 
night, waen Walter C. Culver and Lynch 
boarded a Union Depot car at Highteenth 
street and Washington avenue and alight- 
ed at the Four Courts, at Twelfth street and 
Clark avenue. 

The two men proceeded to the office of 
Chief of Detectives Desmond in Police 
Headquarters. 

The door was closed during an interview 
which lasted an hour. Then Mr. Culver 
turned Lynch over to the police and the 
traveling salesmen was locked in a cell 
in the Central Police Station. 

Chief Desmond declines to say anything 
in regard to the matter. 

In an interview with Lynch in his cell the 
prisoner, stated that he was guilty of no 
wrong. 

“They say I collected $25 where I only 
got $15." That is all Lynch would say. 
He declined to talk further until he could 
see a lawyer.

But there is small chance of Lynch getting 
to see a lawyer or anybody else for some 
time. He has been a prisoner since Friday 
night. On the blotter at the Central Police 
Station he is charged with embezzlement, 
but by the orders of Chief Degmond no one 
is permitted to see him. Yesterday he gave 
a card to the turnkey. The cara bore the 
address of a lawyer and Lynrh gave the 
turnkey $1 to send for the attomey,

ing a lawyer was disapproved and the 
dollar was sent back to the prisoner. 

W. W. Culver, President of the company, 
was seen at his residence at 39 Portland 
place last night. 

Mr. Culver declined to speak. of the mat- 
ter at first, and it was with reluctance that 
he stated that for twenty years Lynch had 
been in the company’s employ and that dur- 
ing the last year he has fallen at least $10, - 
000 short in his accounts. 

Mr. Culver said that during the summer 
the officials of the company began to sus- 
pect an irregularity in the accounts of 
Lynch. : 

“In July we sent a privaté detective to 
Knoxville, Tenn.,”’ Mr, Culver said, ‘“‘to 
watch Lynch to see how he was behaving. 
He has a wife and several children there, 
and, makes that his home, After a few 
weeks the detective returned with the ins 
{ formation.that Lynch | 
cess and was squandering considerable 
money, not on women, but in drink and 
gambling. 

“So we began an overhauling of the books 
and came,to the startling information that 
Lynch was, at. the lowest figure, $10,000 
short. We were startled, but we had to 
believe the. figures.

The woman’s first screams had. attracted 
her neighbors and

They discovered Mrs. Foulds hanging 
limply from the bracket. Her screams had 
turned to feeble moans. The two icemen 
were writhing on the ground, 

Those who tried to touch her were thrown 
violently to the ground. The neighbors 
stood helplessly by until the flesh of her 
hands roasted away and she fell lifeless to 
the ground, 

Dr. Charles Davis, who had been sum- 
moneé, arrived a few moments after she 
was released from her terrible predicament, 
but found life totally extinct. 

He found her right arm shriveled by the 
terrible stream of electricity that had passed 
into her body. Her hand where she had 
grasped the charged bracket was burnt to « 
crisp. 

The husband and relatives of the dead 
woman who reached the house shortly aft 
the terrible disaster were prostrated wit 
grief.

She had just passed 
her 3th birthday. She was a member of one 
of Alton’s prominent families, having been 
a daughter of the late Joseph Crowe.

Interfered With a Saloon Opening and 
' May Pay for It.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Lewis Kolenberg, 
@ liquor dealer of No. 171 Stanton street; 
Adam Fierman of No, 102 Cannon street, and 
his daughter, Lena, aged 10, have courtsel 
and intend to bring suit against the Gerry 
Society for false imprisonment, each claim- 
ing $25,000 damages. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Kolenberg bought 
the saloon at, No. 171 Stanton street, and 
sent out invitations to his friends to attend 
the opening on Thursday night last. Among 
those invited were Mr. Fierman and his 
wife and children. Fierman is something of 
&@ musician, and he plays the violin, and the 
liquor dealer asked him to bring his violin 
along with him and help to entertain the 
guests. Another friend who plays the drum 
also was asked to bring his instrument and 
help out. 

This man left the place at 9 p. m.,.and the 
girl picked up the sticks and began to play 
the drum. Along came Agent Wiedling of 
the Society and detecting the child in the 
act of committing this crime, arrested all 
three persons. The two men were locked up 
for the night in the police station, and the 
girl was locked up in the rooms of the so- 
ciety. In the morning they were all ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Brann in the Es- 
Sex Market Court and discharged. The 
Magistrate in discharging them declared the 
arrest an outrage. 

The men called at once on Maurice Blu- 
menthal, the lawyer, and told their story to 
him. He said later: “The society assumes 
(00 much authority in affairs of this char- 
acter, and far exceeds thé powers possessed 
by it. There was absolutely no excuse for 
these arrests, and they were made under 
circumstances that indicate that the officers 
acted maliciously. The Gerry Seciety ‘s 
given wide discretion in matters of this char- 
acter, but I do not propose to let them make 
the liberties of citizens the foot ball of their 
discretion. The arrests having been entirely 
unjustified, an action for damages lies on 
behalf of each of the unfortunate victims 
and such will be fnstituted at the earliest 
opportunity.”’

The baggage-car attached to the rear of 
the train was utilized as a platform, 
Bryan and Sewall standing arm in arm in 
the doorway.

Bryan, saying: “If you want the people to 
have silver, why don’t you give it to them 
at the market value?” 

Mr. Bryan: Don’t interrupt, my friends. 
I am glad to have questions asked. When 
a man is defending the truth, no question 
can embarrass him. The gentleman asks 
why we don’t want silver coined at the 
market ratio. I will. answer it first this 
way: The men who object to free coinage 
at 16 to 1 and talk about another ratio are 
not honest, because they would not have 
free coinage at any ratio. 

Let me show You, there is not a prominent 


ing free silver by this country alone at any 
ratio but 16 tol. When men find fault with 
16:to 1 they are putting up a sham bulwark 
and when you knock that down they get 
behind another one, because, my friends, 
these men are not in earnest. 


Let me answer it in another way. We are 
opposed to changing the ratio because they 
have driven down the value of silver bul- 
lion by one bad law, and we are not in fa- 
vor of holding it down by another bad law. 

My friends, let me give you another rea- 
son for changing the ratio. If the ratio were 
changed by international agreement to 422 
to 1 instead of 16 to 1, what would be the 
result? 

You would have to recoin four Dillion 
dollars of silver into dollars twice as large, 
which would be two billion dollars, and that 
would mean a decrease of one-fourth of the 
metallic money of the world, and raise the 
value of a dollar, and those who own dol- 
lars would profit by it, and everybody who 
owed a debt would be injured by it, and that 
is why the advocates of the 32 to 1 ratio 
are found among the money owners and the 
money changing classes. : 


Our opponents are so afraid of a 50-cent 
dollar—so much afraid of it that some— 
the employers of labor—some of the manu- 
facturers—are going to pay their debts with 
& cheap dollar—I am not sure but my friend 
is one of them—but whenever a dollar gets 
cheap he can pay them twice as many: 
dollars, if he loves them as well after the 
election as he does now. If a dollar is 
only worth 60 cents it is because prices of 
commodities are twice as high and if the 
manufacturer can get twice as many silver 
dollars for his goods as he does a gold 
dollar now, why can’t he pay his employes 
twice as much?

In the Lin- 
dell cars be may smoke on the two rear 
seats on either side. On other roads he 
may smoke on the back platform, on some 
he may puff on front or back platform, 
Wuti@ on the. Laclede avenue and Tower 
Grove divisions of the Missouri Street Rail- 
way he cannot smoke at all, inside or out. | 
Some companies have different rules for 
different divisions; thus, on the Scullin lines 
smoking is allowed in the rear seats of the 
Grand avenue and California avenue di- 
visions, while on the Tower Grove cars, 
made on the same plan with cross seats, it 
is only allowed on the platform. 


———————— 


It is difficult to understand en what theory 
some of these rules are established. On the 
Fourth street cable smoking, is allowed on 


the grip car and the rear platform of the 
trailer. On the Olive street cable it is 
confined strictly to the grip car. It is 
especially hard to understand why the Mis- 
gouri Railway Co, prohibits smoking on the 
back platforms of its electric cars, when 
every other line allows it, except, perhaps, 
that it has no competitive parallel lines to 
speak of. It is certainly a hardship to 
smokers, to whom the morning smoke after 
breakfast is almost as essential as the 
breakfast itself. It means a great deal to 
some devotees of the weed. Going out to 
Tower Grove Park one Sunday a gentle- 
man was told to throw away his cigar. He 
complied with the company’s rule, but fre- 
marked, in dead earnest: “I was looking for 
a house out this way, but I’ll be hanged if 
I live on-a road where I can’t have my 
smoke in the morning.” This ts 
isolated case, either, and if those lines w 
paralleleu reasonably closely hundreds of 
their patrons would walk a few blocks to 
take a car line which permits smoking. 
Until the Olive street line put on the closed 
grip cars scores of smokers used to walk 
over to the Lindell line, when the weather 
was too inclement to ride on the open grip, 
just to enjoy a smoke. 


The Easton avenue cars are as large, 
airy and commodious as the Lindell cars, 
and their patrons send up many kicks at 


not being allowed to smoke in the rear 
seats. The reason of it is hard to under- 
stand. Certainly the Lindell and the Grand 
avenue lines carry a more fastidious class 
of patrons than the Citizens’ company, and 
if they can stand smoking on the rear seats, 
it looks to a man up a tree that it could be 
tolerated on the Citizens’ line. It is certain 
that a large number of smokers who live 
in easy reach of the Suburban and the Lin- 
dell and its Vandeventer and Taylor avenue 
branches, but who are nearer to the Cit- 
izens’, regularly patronize the competing 
lines simply to enjoy a smoke in comfort. 


Speaking of the Citizens’ line, it is some- 
what surprising than it does not improve the 
service on its Grand avenue division, ‘he 


cars are the superannuated four-wheel con- 
cerns which go bumping along like a jolt 
cart. Only three cars are used all day and 
two at night and the waits are very tedious. 
At night if you miss\a car you must wait 
till the other comes from the end of the 
line. The astonishing part of this wretched 
service is that Scullin’s Grand avenue cars— 
large, commodious, easy riding and running 
at three-minute intervals—are in direct com- 
petition for the travel between Easton ave- 
nue and the Fair Grounds, but that cuts 
no ice with the Citizens’ management. 
Most of the traffic on that branch is on 
transfer tickets, and therefore it appears 
the road is run on the tmmortal Vander- 
biitian theory of the ultimate fate of the 
public. In the meantime people who want

MISS HARRIET STONE’S ADDRESS 
AT FOREST PARK UNIVERSITY. 


TENEMENT CHARITY REVIEWED. 


The Lecture Was Preceded by an In- 
teresting Discussion of the Ar- 
menian Question. 


Miss Harriet Stone charmed several 
scores of ladies yesterday afternoon in the 
drawing-rooms of Forest Park University 
by her pleasing exposition of the intricacies 
and merits of the Hull House Social settie- 
ment, as operated in Chicago. 

The occasion was the first meeting for the 
school year of the Forest Park University 
Alumnae and Students Association—a 
member of the Federation of Woman's 


Clubs of Missouri, 

Miss Stone’s was the first of a series of 
monthly lectures to be given before the 
association during the school year on live 
topics of a social and humanitarian nature. 


At 2:30 p. m. the association held an open 
meeting and for en hour discussed the 
Armenian situation, concerning which arti- 
cles had been prepared by members during 
vacation. 

The formal meeting of the association was 
presided over by Mrs. Innjs Hopkins. Miss 
Stone was introduced by the principal of 
Forest Park University, Mrs. Anna Sneed 
Cairns. 

The meeting was opened with a piano solo 
by Miss Helen Spencer. 

Miss Stone is a young woman of pleasing 
address, who has given much attention, for 
one of her age, to the matter of practical 
charity. She attained the degree of Master 
of Sciences at the Chicago University and 
that of Bachelor of Sciences at Wellesley 
College, and at present _is Professor of 
Physics and Chemistry at Forest Park Unt- 
virsity. She has been intimately associated 
with the work of the Hull House Mission 
for two or _ years, and - familiar with

rene full House Social Settlement, prob- 
ably the most effective charity ever de- 
vised, was established in the tenement dis- 
trict of New York City in September, 1889, 
and a month Jater a similar settlement was 
established in Chicago by Mrs. Sarah Ad- 
dams, who is still actively engaged as the 
superintendent of the mission on Halsted 
“The. settlement was established in the 
heart of the foreign district, in the center 
of a square mile of territory populated al- 
most wholly by Italians. 

There are 100,000 Bohemians in Chicago, 
and a mission was established for their 
benefit on Eighteenth street, with a saloon 
on one side and an undertaking establish- 
ment on the other. 

A mission was also established for the 
benefit of the Russian Jews. They abound 
in the foreign district, and Mrs. Addams 
and her co-workers are united in declarin 
them to be the hardest people in the wor 
to handle. 

There is a prosperous French settlement 
south of the Eighteenth atreet mission, 
and the Germans are also a thrifty class. 
They took more readily to the “settlement” 
idea than any other nationality, and their 
condition has been greatly improved dur- 
ing the seven years of its exisience. 

ft must be understood that the “settle- 
ment’ was established solely for the ben- 
efit of the “unco’ poor’—the underpaid and 
landilord-oppressed classes who flock to the 
cities in such great numbers. 

One of the first moves was to establish a 
sewing class for Italian girls. It still meets 
every Monday afternoon, and thousands of 
girls ners been tau how to make their 
own clothing. 

This was followed by a Children’s Social 
Club, presidéd over by some older person, 
and there the children learned by 4 p:¢as- 
ing process the Biblical, mythological and 
historical stories with which those raised 
under more favorable circumstances ar 
familiar.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 2.—This has been 
an exciting day in Boston.

While an everwhelming num- 
ber of the delegates selected were free silver 
men and r Bryan and Sewall, the State 
Committee was composed of gold standard 
amen. The silver men were suspicious of 
this committee and were afraid of trickery 
in the packing of the hali and the organ- 
ization of committees. 

These fears were given voice to last night 
ut the Bryan meeting in Music Hall by 
George Fred Williams, who openly charged 
the committee with foul play, and advised 
the silver delegates then in the hall to re-

They will be 
lédged and fed in the Bmmetf shaft-house, 
which will be well guarded. W. H. Shaw, 
who procured thesg® men in Missouri, said 
to-day there were 300 men registered for 
Leadville at first, but that when they came 
to take the train on Wednesday night ail 
but seventy-six had ‘‘flunked.’’ The cause 
of this, he said, was fear. -Last Sunday a 
letter, supposed io be fram some member 
ef the jpnayitie Miners’ Union, reached 
Joplin and went the rounds of the miners 
who had agreed to take the places of the 
strikers. It warned all Missouri miners to 
keep away from Leadville or they would 
be killed as soon as they reached the 
depat. Of the seventy-six who started for 
here, eleven deserted on the way hy slip- 
ping out of the cars unobserved during the 
night time. The Missourians say they are 
ta receive $3 apd P50 a@ day. here, In Mis- 
souri their pay ran from $1.2 to $1.75 per 
day. Shaw says all of them are American 
citizens, as he was instructed to hire no 
others.

HANNA DEPUTED HIM TO DEFEAT 
POP’S FUSION PLANS, 


HIS FAILURE DULY REPORTED, 


Red-Hot Roast Was Wired Last Night 
to National Republican 
Headquarters. 


————— 


Mark Hanna, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, has a new 
grievance against Chauncey I. Filley. 

The “Old Man” threw him down on his 
scheme to defeat fusion in Missouri be- 
tween Populists and Democrats on the 
electoral ticket. 

A few minutes after the announcement 
Saturday evening that the fusion deal had 
‘been arranged, a red hot telegram was 
sent to Mark Hanna in Chicago. 


It fairly sizzled as it chased across the 
wire and when the corpulent Hanna read | 


it he was mad clear through. 

It was sent by a lieutenant of Col. R. C. 
Kerens, and told the story of fusion. 

Behind it was another story of how Han- 
na and “Your Uncle” conspired together to 
defeat this very taing, and how Filley gave 
the Netional Chairman the ‘“‘double cross.” 

When the plan to fuse on electors was first 
suggested by the Populists to the Demo- 
crats, Hanna‘was apprised of if, and at 
once began laying his wires to frustrate it. 

The ‘new boss” decided to give Chauncey 
I. Filley the commission, and after several 
conferences with friends of Mr. Filley au- 
thorized him to go ahead and knock it out. 

This the man in the Mosque promised to 
do, according to the story told by the 
Kerensites. 

But he didn’t de it, and the Kerens peo- 
ple are howling Wolf! Wolf! and pointing 
the finger of scorn at the imperturbable 
boss with the butcher knife. 

As they tell the story, Filley not only 
didn’t carry out his agreement with Hanna, 
but, on the contrary, he is charged with 
quietly encouraging it. 

The obyious intent, say the anti-Filleyites, 
was to make certain that the McKinley 
electors would get a smaller vote than the 
State ticket, so that his prestige as a boss 
would remain undimmed. ‘ 

It is charged against ‘“‘De Ole Man” that 
the only agent he has ever had at any of the 
meetings of the Populist State Committee 
has been M. Fairchilés Doud, the deposed 
Chairman of the State Silver party—an or- 
Sanization-. which exists chiefly on paper—. 
and that Doud could do pething because the 
Populists had no confidence in him. 

At the meeting Saturday the Republican 
specione were well represented—on tne out- 
side. 

Paul Vandervoort of Omaha was there, 
looking out for the McKinley “middle-ef- 
the-road”’ end; M. Fairchilds, the deposed, 
was there keeping an eye open for 
Pilley, and Col. 
statistician, was there for a short time to 
see that the others ‘‘toted’’ fair. 

When the néws was sent out from the 
committee room that fusion had carried, 
Vandervoort walked away in disgust, packed 
his grip and went over to Belleville to make 
@ speech. Doud, the deposed, left after 
Stating that the Silver party had néariy 
enough signatures to its petition for a State 
ticket and that the Republican nominees 
wceuld all be indorsed. 

Statistician Morse went back to Kerens’ 
headquarters and made a report which 
started the wires buzzing betweén St. Louis 
and Hanna's headquarters in Chicago. 

This latest chapter in Mr. Filley’s cam- 
paign in Missouri will nO doubt be written in 
red ink in Col. Kerens’ forthcoming report 
on the condition of the Republican cam- 
Ppaign. 

And he may follow this up with a vigor- 
ous fight in the Repubiican City Conven- 
tion to prevent Filley naming ali the Re- 
publican candidates for the Legi:lature. 

Accqrding to the figures brought to St. 
Louis By Col. B. L. Morse of Bxéelsior 
Springs, the anti-Filleyites have  Filley 
downed, in the remote contingency of the 
roe carryirg the Legislature. 

If by any chance the Legislature should 
be Republican, Filley will not go-to the 
United States Senate, says Col. Morse. And 
then he proceeds to clinch the proposition 
by figures.

and Fifth Congression 21 Districts, and that - 
eight of the twelve Republican hoid over 
Senator: are against him. 

‘‘No matter what the outcome of this cam-

O. Stanard and 
George A. Leighton of St. Louis and Maj. 
William Warner of Kansas City. 

Gov. Stanard is being groomed by Dr. J. 
B. McCullagh, whose recent break with 
Filley over the Twelfth District Congres- 
sional row called ferth the recent editori- 
als denauncing the Filleyites as ‘beer can- 
ners and bileeders’’: George A. Leighton is 
his own bottle-holder, while Mai. illiam 
Warner is backed by the G. A. R.

inated by M. W. Leet of Kirkwood and 
Reinhold Buder of Mincke named Anthony 
Gresham, a Republican leader in Meramec 
‘Township. Mr. Leet made a plea for 
Bowles. He said the Independent public- 
a@ns were under obligations to give the 
‘Democrats the legislative districts, as 
without their assistance nothing could be 
done in the direction of smashing the ring. 
Mr.Gresham then withdrew and Mr. Bowles 
was nominated by acclamation.

The Populist city convention last evening 
entered into a fusion arrangement with the 
city Demoeracy by wilich they indorse the 
Democratic city and Senatorial tickets. In 
rettitai the Democrats indorse one Populist 
candidate in each of the six Representative 
districts. 

It was one of the stormiest conventions 
held by the. Populists in years, and, not 
to be outdone by other political organiza- 
tions, it had a bolt.

There was a sulphurous odor in the con- 
vention befpre it was called to order. 
Chairman Sheridan Webster, a pronounced

@nd a number of Populist leaders at the 
Planters’ Hotel during the afternoon, When

THE PLUG HAT 


BRATE ITS ANNIVERSARY. 


“It’s a relic of old dacency, 
The hat father wore.”’ 

The time-honored lines are recalled by the 
fact that next year will witness the cen- 
tennial celebration of the introduction of 
the tall hat, known variously as the plug, 
stove pipe, pot hat, and by various slang 
terms at various périods.

The stovye-pipe hat was: formally intro- 
duced in Paria in 1797. It had been worn be- 
fore that date in speradi@cases, so to speak.

The popularity of the tall hat 
dates from’a picture of a tile which Al- 
bert Durer painted on his portrait of Em-

WORLD'S RECORDS. 


Sprinter Barney Wefers Equalled Two 
of Them on Travers Island. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The New York 
Athletic Club held its fall games at Travers 
Island this afternoon, and fully 8,000 people 
saw the contests. 

The principal attraction was the meeting 


of Barney Wefers, the world’s champion 
sprinter, with Smith F. Alford, the Ken- 
tucky sprinter, who represented the Lex- 
ington Athletic Club. Wefers won, break- 
ing an American record and equaling a 
world’s record. In the first heat of the 120 
yards handicap Wefers was scratch man, 
and Reilly of Newark, who received six 
yards, won by a narrow margin from We- 
fers in 12 seconds flat. Alford, with a han- 
dicap of two yards, was in the second heat, 
but came in third and was, of course, barred 
from the final, and, therefore, did not run 
with Wefers. Wefers won the event in 
11 4-5 seconds, beating the American record 


made by Lor Myers, who made it in 12 sec. 
onds in 1893, and equalled the English rec- 
ord, held by Bradley, Phillips, Ritchie and 
Downer, who covered the distance in the 
same time. 

Wefers also broke a world’s record in 
the 300-yard run, as he ran the distance in 
superb style in 30 3-5 seconds, which beats 
the English and American amateur records.

CODES FOR CABLING. 
Ingenious Method of Saving Tolls Are 


Extensively Used. 


With she cost of sending cable dispatches 
to other parts of the world varying from 
25 cents te more than $3 a word, inter- 
national shipping firms have made a study 
of the most economical methods of word- 
ing their messages, and are to-day on the 
lookout for a code that will combine sim- 


licity with economy in the most satis- 
rootery degree, says the New York Tri- 

une. 

The introduetion of the code system of 
wording cable dispatches has been accom- 
panied by efforts to minimize the cost in 
ways not calculated to contribute material- 
ly to the profits of the cable companies. A 
practice which provoked opposition was the 
forming of a code in which commercial 
terms and phrases were represented by 
single letters of the alphabet. In this way 
long messages could be sent in only a few 
so-called words composed of letters which 
spelled notaing, but meant volumes to the 
receiver acquainted with the significance 
of each letter in the code. 

The absolute refusal to transmit cable 
dispatches containing these irregular seé- 
ries of letters put a stop to that species 
of code.

STIRRING FINISH IN THE EAST 
ST. LOUIS ROAD RACE. 


ALMOST A TIE AT THE END. 


John Rundle and W. Steele Shot Un- 
der the Wire Together, With 
Three Score Others Behind. 


The Hast St. Louis Road Racing Asso- 
ciation held its first annual race yesterday 
over the ten-mile course from the Air Line 
tracks at Belleville to the Heim Brewery 
in the heart of East St. Louis. There were 
seventy entries, embracing some of the best 
road riders in the Western country, and 
barring a few skinned noses and shins, oc- 
casioned by the go-Ras-you-please whirl 
down the famous Bluff hill and a few minor 
mishaps at the finish, the contest was de- 
void of serious results in the line of ac- 
cidents., 


The Air Line train which left Union Sta- 
tion at 2:50 p. m., for the starting point at 
Belleville, arrived at Broadway Station in 
East St. Louis ten minutes later, where 
a carload of St. Louis riders and their ma- 
chines was augmented by a score of “‘Queen 
City” flyers and accesgories. A baggage 
car was added to the train for the special 
use of the racers, and Conductor Branch at 
once notified stray passengers who got 
aboard the flyer that they were doing so 
at their own peril, as that particular por- 
tion of transportation facilities of the L. E. 
& St. L. was known far and near as the 
“bike cannon-ball”’ for the time being. 

With the display of wheels and wheel- 
men, stacked up in every conceivable shape 
from one end of the train to the other, the 
average passenger wondered at the ef- 
frontery of the conductor’s poin an- 
nouncement. Arriving at the destination 
on time, the freight, live and other- 
wise was unloaded at the starting point 
in the midst of a crowd of 1,500 people 
who had gathered to witness the sport at 
the ‘post. The wheelmen were soon 
mounted and the start was made at pre- 
cisely 4:30, with Alex Laing and J, C. Weid- 
ner at the scratch, 

Starter W. P. Laing gave the word and 
seventy excited individuals shot out, the 
Rock road like the wind and the crowds 
cheered themselves hoarse as the riders 
vanished like soap bubbles over the dusty 
course towards the brewery at the other 
end of the route. ‘ 

Then the Air Line train got in its work 
again, as the railway officials had made @ 
guarantee that the train would leave Belle- 
ville immediately after the start and land 
passengers in East St. Louis in time to go 
five blocks and see the finish. The promise 
was kept, the run of fifteen miles being ac- 
complished in exactly sixteen minutes. Those 
who had wended their way to Belleville to 
see the start got to the brewery and had 
about three minutes to spare before John 
Rundle of Kirkwood, the winner of first 
place prize, passed under the flag. 

Two thousand persons occupied the Rock 
road in the vicinity of the finish as early 
as 4 o’clock and Chief of Police Ganey and 
a detail of six men had their hands fylj 
in keeping the course clear. 

At two minutes to 6 o’clock a cloud of 
dust gave the signal that the race would 
soon be over and a shout went up, “‘They’re 
coming.’” The shout had not died away be. 
fore two dusty looking objects whigzed 
through a narrow path kept open by the 
police and John Rundle and W. Steele shot 
under the wire so nearly abreast that it 
was a disputed point as to which was the 
winner. 

In close order came S. Sieber, W. Miller, 
Ernest Harding, R. Herveck, Frank Orr, 
A. Stockhoff, Lloyd Stokes, O. Sullivan, 
R. H. Orr, Richard Wait, J. Ahlers, O. C. 
Bartlett, for place prizes. The contest for 
time prizes was between J. C. Weidner and 
Alex Laing, and was won by Weidner, in 
28m. 47s., Laing breaking with a record of 
28m. 48s., the fastest ever made over the 
course. The first time prize was a gold 
watch, valued at $75, and first place prize 
a Syracuse wheel of the value of $150. 

The officials of the race were W. M. 
Russborough, handicapper; W. P. Laing, 


The only thing that saved him from a sud- 
den dose of East St. Louis brimstone was 
a little episode that all but cost him his 
life. As the wheelmen came &§ g in to 
the home plate, Farmer Thoene insisted on 
occupying the course with his wagon and 
team and drove along the route with the 
police and other portions of the crowd 
protesting inst his reckless conduct. It 
was feared that the wheelmen would crash 
into the wagon every instant and in the 
excitement Farmer Thoene’s horses be- 
Came unmanageable and wheeled onto the 
sidewalk and lit out towards the brewery 
on a dead run. 

The first dash caused the old farmer to 
fall out of the wagon between the horses 
and he was jostled up and down on the 
+tongue until somebody grabbed the ani- 
mals’ bits and saved the old man’s life. 
| Be scrambled out of his perilous position 
swearing eternal vengeance against every- 


ody. 
In the confusion a tandem bearing Miss 
E. Duker and William Helmcutter, both 
of St. Louis, collided with Thoene’s wagon 
and Miss Duker and Mr. Helmcutter were 
badly shaken up by a fall, The iady fainted, 
but was soon restored to consciotsness, 
John Davis, one of the contestants, was 
pretty badly bruised up in a collision with a 
vehicle not more than one hundred yards 
from the finish. Several of the contestants 
got jumbled together on the bluffs and took 
harmless headers, but remounted and rode 
to a finish,

An expert rider has said: “If brakes were 
in universal use the number of accidents 
would be decreased nearly 50 per cent. Even 
the dreaded and universally condemned 
scorcher would not be so eerily ae if he 
had a brake on his wheel. It would be of de- 
cided benefit even on level places, where a 
stop could be made quickly. No one needs 
to be told that ‘it would be a decided advan- 
tage on hills. The novice, above all others, 
should not attempt to ride in a hilly coun- 
try without a brake. The art of back pedal- 
ing is an acomplishment which should be 
acquired by all, but there are times when 
even that Snot avail. The foot may slip 
at a critical moment, or any one of a dozen 
minor accidents happen, which makes it 
imperative that the speed of the wheel be 
checked at once. That cannot be done suc- 
cessfully and without risk of injuring the 
rider or the wheel without a brake, all as- 
sertions to the contrary notwithstanding.”

of the amount of ground which can be 
covered by one revolution of the pedals. 
In the old ‘ordinary’ bicycle, in which the 
cranks were attached directly to the driving 
wheel, the diameter of driving wheel which 
a rider could use was determined by the 
length of his leg. 

“For this reason a 50 to 52-inch wheel was 
the common size, and a 60-inch wheel was an 
object of positive wonder on the road or on 
the track. Thig was the size ridden by Dr. 
Curtis (the Zimmerman of those days) when, 
in 1880-81, he astonished the world by riding 
twenty miles in one hour on the track. 
In those days it w largely the high ve- 
locity of the pedals that limited the ‘speed, 
and every rider chose the largest wheel that 
he could comfortably bestride, without im- 
pairing his effective work on the cranks. 
“The introduction of the rear-driven safe- 
ty bicycle, with its multiplying gear, has 
changed all that, and as our illustration 
shows, the short rider can now bestride 
a bicycle the effective diameter of whose 
driving wheel may be greater than that of 
our swiftest express lecomotives. In pass- 
ing it may be mentioned that if the rider 
of a 72-gear safety were seated upon an or- 
dinary of equivalent diameter his eyes 
would look out upon the world from a 
point some nine feet above the ground, and 
riders of the 153-gear sextuplet would look 
down upon the earth an elevation of 
fully sixteen feet. 


“The distance traveled for one revolu- 
tion of the cranks of the largest ordinary 
bicycle is 15 feet 8 inches; for the 92-gear 
racer it is 24 feet, and for the 158-gear sex- 
tuplet it is 40 feet, and such has n the 
improvement effected by the rigidity of the 
safety fname, the better tion of the 
rider for his work,. the excellencee of the 
bearings, and, above all, by the recupera- 
tive action of the pneumatic tire, that the 
cranks of the 92-gear, modern, racing bi- 
cycle can be propelled with greater ease 
than those of the old 60-inch ordinary ma- 
chine; as the respective speeds attained by 
two types would seem to prove. But while 
this is true on the race track, where the 
riders are men of muscle and endurance, 
on the country roads the advantages of ex- 
cessively high gear are not so manifest.

It would be of de- 
cided benefit even on level places, where a 
stop could be made quickly. No one needs 
to be told that ‘it would be a decided advan- 
tage on hills. The novice, above all others, 
should not pig eng 4: to ride in a hilly coun- 
try without a brake. The art of back pedal- 
ing is an acomplishment which should be 
acquired by all, but there are times when 
even that does not avail. The foot may slip

at a critical moment, or any one of a doz 

minor accidents happen, which makes it 
imperative that the speed of the wheel be 
checked at once. That cannot be done suc- 
cessfully and without risk of injuring the 
rider or the wheel without a brake, all as- 
sertions to the contrary notwithstanding.”

of the amount of ground which can be 
covered by one revolution of the pedals. 
In the old ‘ordinary’ bicycle, in which the 
cranks were attached directly to the driving 
wheel, the diameter of driving wheel which 
a rider could use was determined by the 
length of his leg. 

“For this reason a 50 to 52-inch wheel was 
the common size, and a 60-inch wheel was an 
object of positive wonder on the road or on 
the track. Thig was the size ridden by Dr. 
Curtis (the Zimmerman of those days) when, 
in 1880-81, he astonished the world by riding 
twenty miles in one hour on the track. 
In those days it w largely the high ve- 
locity of the pedals that limited the ‘speed, 
and every rider chose the largest wheel that 
he could comfortably bestride, without im- 
pairing his effective work on the cranks. 
“The introduction of the rear-driven safe- 
ty bicycle, with its multiplying gear, has 
changed all that, and as our illustration 
shows, the short rider can now bestride 
a bicycle the effective diameter of whose 
driving wheel may be greater than that of 
our swiftest express lecomotives. In 8- 
ing it may be mentioned that if the ride 
of a 72-gear safety were seated upon an or- 
dinary of equivalent diameter his eyes 
would look out upon the world from a 
point some nine feet above the ground, and 
riders of the 153-gear sextuplet would look 
down upon the earth from an elevation of 
fully sixteen feet.

Lovers of music, particularly young wo- 
men ambitious of fame inithe musical world,

*‘Music-Study in Germany,” which is a com- 
pilation of the letters of Amy Fay, edited 
by Mrs. Fay Pierce. Miss Fay studied the 
piano under Taussig, Kullak, Liszt and 
Deppe.

“Blind Leaders of the Blind,” by James R.

The finale is enacted amid falling 
walls from a nitroglycerine explosion, the 
death of a faithless wife, the murder of 4 
capitalist, and marriages between different 
characters in the story.

Ross, of the Chair of Political Economy of 
the Leland Stanford University, whose lit- 
tle book “Honest Dollars’ has been pub- 
lished by Charles H. Kerr & Co. of Chicago. 
Prof. Ross is regarded by economists as one 
of the ablest advocates of free coinage in 
the United States. He is also the most fear- 
less, holding the position he does, and be- 
ing also connected with the University of 
Chicago, where he lectures during the sum- 
mer months. Although Prof. Ross is a grad- 
uate of the University of Berlin and a doc- 
tor of philosophy, his style is simple enough 
for the school boy to understand. His little

This book, small enough to read through 
at a sitting, but containing enough “meat” 
for a great deal of study, has been heartily 
indorsed by the Democratic National Com- 
mittee.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


City Officials Have Begun to Formu- 
late Suggestions. 


All the city officials are deeply interested 
in the work of revising the charter which 
is now inaugurated and will probably be 
pushed along at rapidly sueceeding meet- 
ings until something definite is arrived at 
bg the commissioners. The first meeting or 
two will be for the purpose of receiying 
suggestions of all kinds-upon any part or 
the whole of the charter. When material 
enough has been accumulated to form a 
good basis for work the commission will 
hold a few executive meetings and get down 
to the hard work of formulating the new 
chaster, which will go to the assembly and 
from there to the voters of the city. 

There are some radical changes contém- 
plated by many of the officials, both as to 
the make-up of the official bodies and the 
m er of conducting the municipal busi- 
ne in the departments. President Mc- 
Math wants to swap the Harbor Comm‘s- 
sioner and the Park Commissioner for the 
Building Commissioner and a new officer 
to be known as the Commissioner of Elec- 
tric Works. 

He thinks these two officers weuld be 

more serviceable on the board than the two 
now there. The Street Commissioner is 
anxious to make some changes in the man- 
ner of putting in improvements on the 
streets and the methods of paying for the 
work. 
Citizens not connected with the city gov- 
ernment are expected to advocate the es- 
tablishment of a system of civil service to 
supplant the present system of political 
favoritism. There will probably be sev- 
eral meetings during the next week.

CITY CHARTER. 


THE COMMISSION DISCUSSES VA- 
RIOUS CHARGES. 


'AN OBNOXIOUS TAX SYSTEM. 


Civil Service and Other Good Things 
Expected to Come Out of the 
Movement. 


The commission on revision of the city 
charter met yesterday afternoon in the 
House of Delegates chamber and inaugu- 
rated a piece of work \which, if carried 
through, will materially~affect all the in- 
terests of the city, and more particularly 
the real estate, wherever there are unim- 
proved streets and highways. .

When the meeting was called to order,

This change seems 
to meet with general approval, and is not 
in any way considered a reflection upon the 
incumbents of the offices to be abolished 
from the Board and absorbed in cther de- 
partments. The Harbor Department has 
grown less and less important each year, 
and the parks do not really ceme into the 
scheme of general improvements, such as 
are nandled by the Board. On the other 
hand, the lighting and electric industries 
have grown to such a degre? that they re- 
quire a separate department for them- 
selves.

BING A DYING WOMAN. | 


INSURES POOR PEOPLE.

Moving Spirit in an Alleged Benevo- 
‘ lent Association Has a Serious 
é , Charge to Face. 


J. B. Horn, president of the Metropolitan 
Sndustrial Benevolent Association, conduct- 
ed by the Horn family, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock on a war- 
rant charging him with grand larceny. 

The warrant is based on the alleged theft 
by Horn of a policy and receipts for in- 
surance in his association from Bettie John- 
gon of 1424 Michigan avenue, a poor old col- 
ored woman, when she was on her death 
bed. Lottie Williams, Mrs. Johnson’s daugh- 
ter, and intended beneficiary, made the 
complaint. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
placed the warrant in Deputy Sheriff E. M. 
Becker's hands yesterday mornings -It was 
mot until afternoon that the deputy found 
Horn walking northward on Broadway, be- 
tween Pine and Chestnut streets, and placed 
him under arrest. -Horn’s first words were: 

“I can beat that case.” Then he relapsed 
into a sullen silence. ; 

He was taken by the officer to the Four 
Courts. 

The warrant for Horn was the outcome 
of numerous complaints against him and the 
method in which his association has 
doing business. 

The association is comducted solely by the 
Horn family, consisting of Horn, his wife 
and son. John I. Debelach, who withdrew 
from the association last June, is still 
named on Horn’s circulars as the asso- 
ciation’s Secretary. Last week Debelach 
applied for warrants for Horn on the charge 
me he had been forging his name to poli- 
cies. 

Several poor working people plied Fri- 
@ay for warrants for Horn on the ground 
that he had refused to meet his obligations 
under their policies. It appeared from pre- 
vious complaints and what they had to gay 
that the Horn family had been doing an in- 
surance business among the poorest and 
most oredulous class of people, selling them 
policies and collecting from them specified 
amounts every week. 

Among those who made complaint was 
Lottie Williams, a hardworking colored 
woman of 1424 Michigan avenue. She said 


that she and her mother had paid several | 
dollars to Horn for insurance, even going | 
hungry at times to keep up their payments. 

One day when her mother was dying 
Horn visited ‘the house, according to her 
Statement, and collected $1.25 from the sick 
woman on her insurance. When he left, it 
is charged, Horn took away the dying 
woman’s policy and receipts for the prem- 
fums she had paid. Only two little girls 
were with the sick woman. Mrs, Johnson 
died shortly, thereafter and the insurance 
due her, about $83, was never paid. 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
thought the facts in this case sufficiently 
strong to cause a warrant to issue. ‘The 
theft of a written document is grand lar- 
ceny, but to make the charge doubly strong 
Mr. Johnson issued a warrant under the 
eer: statute touching grand larceny, and 

ed the value of the stolen polly at $83. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz said Saturday 
morning that hé would begin quo warranto 
proceedings to have the Horn family’s arti- 
cles of association annulled as soon as tha 
evidence that the association was not carry- 
ing out the objects for which it was organ- 

was presented in proper shape. 

By organizing as a benevolent associa- 
tion the Horns took advantage of a State 
law, which exempts benevolent insurance 
_ from supervision by the State 


of Insurance. 
' In applying to the ‘Circuit Court for 
articles of association, Horn and his asso- 
ciates stated that it was the object of the 
association to found a place of religious 
worship and a library for the use of its 
members; also to care for its members in 
times of distress, sickness and death on 
an insurance basis. : 

J. B. Horn came to this city about five 
years ago. About fifteen months ago he 
organized the Métropolitan Industrial Ben- 
evélent Association. Of this association, he 
is now President, his wife is general super- 
intendent and his son is Secretary, and 
these officers compose the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Horn refused to say, in response to a 
direct question, where he had lived prior to 
coming to St. Louis. He said he had been 
@ Baptist minister seventeen years. The 
register of Baptist ministers does not bear 
the name of J. B. Horn. 

He was married to his present wife in 
this city four years ago. She stated Friday 
that she did not know his record prior to 
the time he came to St. Lou's except that 
she inferred from documents shown her that

PREDICTED THAT AN END HAS 
COME TO THE STAGNATION. 


GOLD IMPORTS WILL FALL. 


The Question of a Return Movement of 
Gold to Europe Is Not Likely to 
Come Up Again This Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The week’s stock 
market has shown a gradual and wholesome 
tendency towards hardening and broadén- 
ing. The average advance in the list has 
not been very great, but the strength has 
been general and an increased number of 
securities have been dealt in. Thus far 
brokers report only a moderate increase in 
outside business, but the fact that there is 
any increase at all, is gratifying in view of 
the length of time in which the market has 
been given up wholly to professional trad- 
ing. In its general and technical aspects 
the condition of the market changed for the 


better in the past fortnight. 

The matters which have contributed 
chiefly to the improving temper wed mgt 
circles are the continued favorable condi- 
tions in the money market and in the for- 
eign exchanges. 

he factors which have been chiefly re- 
sponsible for the relaxation in the money 
market are the heavy imports of gold and 
the growth in confidence which - has _re- 
sulted already in bringing out of hoards 
and into market large sums hitherto with- 
held. During this week the improvement 
in the money. market has become more 
definite and pronounced than at any time 
yet, and rates appear to be adjusting them- 
selves to more or less normal conditions, It 
does not appear that for a long time to 
come the money market will relapse into the 
condition of stagnation in which it was early 
in the year. 

The chief development in the money and 
foreign exchange market this week was the 
second advance in the Bank of England’s 
discount rate, which is now fixed at 3 per 
cent. Although the advance had been gen- 
erally expected, there have Been further en- 
gagements of gold for shipment to tHis 
country announced, and the receipts against 
previous engagements continue heavy. From 
this time on it seems likely that the import 
movement will gradually taper off. A con- 
siderable percentage of the earlier importa- 
tions of gold were conducted through the 
making of sterling loans abroad and the 
commercial bills now coming upon the mar- 
ket will be needed to provide for these loans 
when they mature. 

Furthermore, owing to the money strin- 
gency and the impracticability of selling 
commercial paper, mercantile remittances 
have been largely suspended for nearly 
sixty days, and now that the market for 
commercial paper is again becoming easier 
there will be a considerable demand for bills 
on this account. The best informed author- 
ities in the foreign exchange market do not, 
however, expect to see any such advance 
in rates this year as will bring to the front 
the question of a return movement of gold 
to Europe. In the meantime the Treasury 
gold balance has been largely fortified by 
reason of the exchanges of gold for legai 
tender notes, and now stands at over $120,- 
000,000, the highest figure in many months. 
Just as the present import movement of 
gold has come to be generally regarded as 
perfectly normal, so if early in the year 
the conditions require an export from this 
country of some gold it ought not to cause 
the uneasiness which for the past five years 
has always attended the so-called unfavor- 
able conditions in foreign exchanges. 


A STEADY CLOSE. 


Bank Statement Put Most of the 
Standards Above the Opening. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The Post says: 
For the first time in several weeks, to- 
day’s showing of local bank reserves ac- 
corded with the known movement of cur- 


rency. During the period covered by to- 
day’s bank statement about $5,500,000 gold 
has been received from Europe Net pay- 
ments by the banks to the Sub-Treasury 
this week, chiefly through $1,285,000 paid for 
currency transfers through the South and 
West, have been $1,969,000. In addition $1,- 
282.115 currency has been shipped direct by 
the banks to the interior. This would leave 
an actual gain in cash reserve through this 
week’s operations of $2,349,000. 

This favorable statement served to hold the 
general market steady at the close. Before 
the statement appeared there was a general 
and not unreasonable expectation of a reac- 
tion in The very fact that prices 
moved up violently in the early trading was, 
to the professional observers, an added in- 
dication of such probable relapse. And as a 
matter of record, there was a more or less 
regular action during the final hour. 

But the standard shares receded only 
fractionally, even before the statement a 
peared, and at the close there was suffi- 
cient general recovery to leave the prices 
of the t majority of stocks materially 
above he epeniet. here was no news of 
importance outside the statements of the 
banks. The London open money market 
was conspicuously strong, rising 4@\%4 per 
cent over yesterday, a movement which, 
combined with the decline in local money 
rates, may have an influence on next week's 
sterling market. It is noteworthy, on the 
other hand, that rates at other European 
points are falling.

a’ Why the Working Classes Should Vote 
Se .for the Free Coinage of 


4 Silver.

CHICAGO, IIL, Sept,..2.—James R. Bov- 
reign, General Master Workman of the 
nights of Labor, and Manager of the 
Bryan Free Silver Campaign Labor Bureau, 
has issued a second address to the working 
people.

involved the last great problem of civiliza- 
, human equality; that a single gold 
standard means what tt has always meant, 
dear money iand cheap men; when labor un- 
derstands that this clamor for gold under 
the delusive plea for “honest money” is a 
clamor for a kind of money that is insuf- 
ficient in volume to enable the bankers, who 
cry the loudest for it, to pay even 2 per 
cent of their debts; that the national debts 
of the civilized world, which labor must 
pay, now aggregate $29,000,000,000 or $7 of 
national debt for every dollar of gold in the 
, and that there is not enough gold in 
the world to pay $1 on every $35 of private 
and corporate debts now in force, and that 
the gold ts owned by the parties who hold 
the debts against the people; when labor 
understands that all money is a dead power 
in the hands of somebody al) the time, that 
a tree bears fruit because the fruit grows 
out of the vitality of the tree, but that 
“money has no power to bear other money 
because it contains no power to reproduce 
itself, and, therefore, money loaned at in- 
terest cannot repay both principal and in- 
terest out of the original sum; that there 
must be a sufficient increase of money 
through artificial sources to meet the in- 
charge and employ labor or produc- 
tive industry, and labor itself must esur- 
render to the avarice of the few; when la- 
bor thoroughly understands all these prob- 
lems it will understand that this struggle 
with the money power involves our nation- 
a) existence, industrial prosperity and indi- 
vidual security. Labor will then understand 
why some persons in this and other coun- 
tries hold to the doctrine that pone only is 
suitable metal for money, and why they 
reverently style it “‘“God’s money’’ and the 
“money of the world,’’ and labor will then, 
as ft always has, rally to the defense of lib- 
erty and justice, and neither the millions of 
Mark Hanna nor the intimidation of the 
corporations will have the Sslightest influ- 
ence upon the working people.

The inch had its origin far back in the 
age of ignorance and superstition and was 
determined by the length of three grains 
of bariey placed end to end length wise. 
But whoin this age of enlightenment would 
be willing to make himself so ridicuious 
as to assume that the ever fluctuating 
length of three grains of barley should 
determine the length of our unit of dis- 
tance? Yet such a position could be no 
more irrational than the claim that the 
ever fluctuating commercial value of any 
kind of metal should determine the legal 
value of our medium of exchange or that 
we should declare a lawful dollar dishonest 
because its value was not determined by an 
exploded theory that was born in the ignor- 
ance of a barbarous and superstitious age. 

The relative value of money, made from 
the different kinds of material, can only be 
influenced by the legal advantages one kind 
may have over another. If the law of the 
nation authorizes the free and unlimited 
coinage of one metal into money and re- 
stricts the coinage of another and demone- 
tizes the restricted coin in the payment of 
certain obligations, the value of the metal 
represented by the restricted coin will de- 
preciate; and the metal admitted to unlimit- 
ed coinage, and made when so coined a full 
legal tender for all debts, if produced in lim- 
ited quantities, will appreciate in value be- 
cause of its legal powers and privileges over 
the other. , 

Herein lies the inconsistency of the advo- 
cates of a single gold standard. They are 
unwilling to restore silver to former legal 
powers and privileges with gold, and to ad- 
just 'the ratio at which the two metals shall 
be coined afterward. What honesty of pur- 
pose could be ascribed to a person who 
would, without cause or provocation, silent- 
ly steal up to a fellow-man, under cover 
of the night, and deliberately stab him in 
the back, and then insist upon the right to 
stab him again on the ground that the loss 
of blood from the first wound had greatly 
reduced the strength and vitality of his in- 
nocent victim? Such a person would be 
denounced as a coward and a villain. . Yet 
this is a perfect illustration of the treatment 
silver has received at the hands of the 
money power. 

They sent an assassin to Washington in 
1873 and silver was stabbed in ‘the back 
when it was strong and vigorous, and when 
it commanded a premium over gold. The 
stabbing was done in the silent hours of a 
night so dark that the act escaped public ob- 
servation at the time. But Shylock grew 
drunk on the blood from the wound during 
the dark days of misery, bankruptcy and 
poverty that followed. The people came to 
the rescue and succeeded in partfally heal- 
ing the wound. But now this unscrupulous 
money power, grown haughty on the fruits 
of its plunder, insists on the right to stab its 
victim again because of the weakness result- 
ing from the wound of ’73. 

It is the duty of labor to demand that the 
wound inflicted on the silver dollar by the 
legislative dagger of '73, and probed by 
labor’s enemies ever since, be healed by tBe 
restoration of that dollar to all the rights 
and power ft possessed prior to its demoneti- 
zation. When such demand jis granted sil- 
ver will then come to a parity with gold on a 
ratio of sixteen to one. 


Let there be no surrender to the unfair 
and unjust proposition of the advocates of

At a meeting of the Rebuilding Committee 
A. H. Frederick was requested to ascertain 
the condition of affairs in the stricken dis- 
trict.

Besides these reptiles Mr. Wehrman 
keeps nearly everything in the animal line 
except the larger beasts, but His chief source 
of revenue is the sale of a large and choice 
variety of birds, ranging in size and value 
from a canary toa black*®macaw—the 
largest, rarest and most valuable member 
of the parrot family. . 


NEWSPAPERS IN JAPAN. 


They Are the Exact Opposites of the 
American Daily. 

The Japanese newspaper is exactly the op- 
posite of that which the reader of English 
newspapers is accustomed to. Our last 
page is its first, its columns only run half 
the length of the page, it has no such 
things as headlines and its titles run from 
top to bottom instead of across. It has 
but an occasional rough illustration, and it 
prints few adyertisements, but those are 
paid for at a @mparatively high rates. Its 
pricé ranges from one to two cents. 

The internal organism of a Japanese office 
is a sad spectacle of daily struggle with 
difficulties unknown elsewhere, and really 
unnecessary there. The Japanese written 
and printed characters consist of the Chi- 
nese ideéographs, those complicated square 
figures made up of apparent jumble of sig- 
zags and crosses and ticks and triangles 
and tails, and of the original Japanese gylia- 
bary, called kana. 

Of the former there are 20,000 In all, of 

which perhaps 14,000 constitute the scholar-’s 
vocabulary, and no fewer than 4,000 are in 
common, daily use, while the forty-seven 
simple characters of the kana are known 
to everybody. Therefore, the Japanese com- 
positor has to be prepared to place in his 
stick any one of over 4,000 different types 
truly an appalling task. The “making up’ 
and stereotyping is like that of the old- 
fashioned printing offices, and the paper is 
printed upon flat presses, fed by hand. 
The total number of persons employed on 
a typical Japanese newspaper is as follows: 
@ne political editor, one chief editor, five 
assistant editors, four proofreaders, . one 
shorthand writer, twelve reporters or news- 
gatherers, three or four compositors, each 
with several assistants; twelve men in the 
press room, and minor employes, including 
distributors, making a total of 150 persons. 
The reporters are the weak point, for the 
editor frankly tells you that if they cannot 
find news they are compelled to bring home 
fiction, as they are paid by results, and even 
then they do not earn more than $10 a| 
month. They, therefore, deliberately invent 
a large part of their news, :

here is an age limit—70 years—for the 


Judges, but there is no limit fixed by law as 
‘to the ages of the members of the bar. The 
law seems to be a profession to which the 
members cling to the last. In other call- 
ings mén are inclined to retire as soon as 
they have accumulated a fortune, but the 
lawyer keeps right on as long as health and 
strength remain, and devotes himself to 
counsel work if he does not care to pursue 
the active duties of his profession. The 
value of the opinion of a lawyer who has 
devoted his life to his work is supposed to 
increase with years, yet, in former times, 
the limit at which a Judge might serve was 
60 years.

The oldest member of the Sst. Louis bar is 
ex-United States Senator Daniel T. Jewett. 
Last Monday he completed his 8th year 
and from appearances good for another 
ore. 

“He was born at Gardiner, Me., or 14, 
1807—three mon*hs before the birth of John 
Greenleaf Whittier and about six months 
after that of Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low, both of whom are now dead. 

That ear, it will be remembered, has 

been styled ‘“‘the year of great babies,” and 
it is @ notable fact thad few, If any of 
them, d under 70. 
Mr. Jewett was graduated from the Law 
Department of Harvard in 1831, two years 
after Samuel Francis Smith and éther great 
Americans received their degrees in the 
academical department. 

Two years age Mr. Jewett attended a 

meeting of the w Department Alumni, at 
Cambr age. and he was the oldest member 
in attendance by several years, ig point of 
time of graduation. 
After leaving. college he ta t echool 
for a while in Virginia. He was one of the 
riginal “#9ers”’ in California, and remained 
there two or three years. 


the

Early in 1857 he came to St. Louis, and 
was admitted to the bar May ™. In 1870 
he was appointed United Stat Senator 
to take the place of Charles D. Drake, wao 
was appointed Chief Justice of the United 
States Court of Claims. At the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature Gen. Frank P. Blair 
was elected to fill the vacancy, and Mr. 
Jewett returned to the practice of law. 

And he has been at it ever since. Al- 
though just entered upon his 90th year, his 
-handwriting is as firm as that o 
‘half his age, and in his personal appear- 
ance there.are none of the debilitated char- 
acteristics of the nonagenarian. One of his 
sisters died two years ago in Maine, at the 
advanced age of 102 years. 

Mr. Jewett has been visiting for several 
months in Mapimi, Durango, Mexico, ifs 


his daughter, Mrs. Mary Wilson, and igs 
son, Elliott C. Jewett, assayer for a 
mine, the proprietors of which reside in 
Germany. 

Mr. Jewett was an intimate friend of the 
the late Hannibal Hamlin of Maine. 


Another old but youthfully active mem- 
ber of the legal fraternity in St. Louis is 
Judge Melvin L. Gray. Though well up in 
the seventies he is well preserved,eand gives 
his attention daily to a business founded 
three or four generations ago. His hair and 
beard are almost snowy white, and his 
tall, erect figure would attract attention 
among a thousand. 

One interesting fact in connection with 
Judge Gray’s long and prosperous career 
is that he was the guardian of Eugene Field 
during the minority of the late poet and 
ournalst, and the stock of stories that 

e has laid away in memory concerning his 
spendthrift and audacious ward is varied 
and interesting. 

Judge J. Gabriel Woerner owns to three 
score and ten. For sixty years he has been 
a citizen o1 St. Louis, and has watched it 
grow from a town of less than 17,000 inhabi- 
zante to its present metropolitan propor- 

ons, 

For more than forty years he has been an 
active member of the legal profession, and 
has held several positions of ‘honor and 
trust. 

Early in his career he served two terms 
as City Attorney—then an elective office— 
being succeeded in that capacity by Charles 

Johnson, afterwards Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Missouri. 

He served two terms in the City Council 
and was elected President of the Board of 
Public Improvements in 1862. 

Later Judge Woerner was twice elected 
@ member of the State Senate, and during 
his time of service was Chairman of the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence and 
@ member of the Judiciary Committee. 

In 1870 he was elected Judge of the Pro- 
bate Court of St. Louis and served contin- 
uously for twenty-four years. 

In 1876 he was left off the ticket, but so 
much dissatisfaction was expressed by the 
members of his party that a. second conven- 
tion was called and his namé was substitut- 
ed for the office of Probate Judge and that 
of Joseph Brown, ex-Mayor and present 
Auditor of Public Accounts, for Sheriff. 
Judge Woerner was n nominated in 
1894, but. went down before the “Republican 
tidal wave of that year. 

His long experience on the bench Tpaulios

Though Lolo Benitez Is Dead, His 
Name Is Still Spoken in Whispers. 


Though Lolo Benitez has been dead five 
months, the “pacificas’” of Santiago de 
Cuba still whisper his name with blanched 
faces. 

He was born in Bayamo and worked in 
its streets as a water-carrier until the out- 
break of the ten years’ war.
